A Colorado Adventure. 


I ixiii a dweller iu to\vu.s uml a lover of 


them. To 1110, metuimglew are the rhapso- 
dies of thoso who delight iu the majcsti 
solitude of nature, ami the wild glorious 
freedom1 of the untrodden desert. Central 
park find tlmt portion of New York ly 
within a mile of it, was always wild enough 
and varied enough for my taste; the Jersey 
City or Stolen [.stand ferries were marine 
enough for me. As for tales of udventure 
from the frontier, I only shuddered at them, 
and held the whole nice of gold-mi neas, 
above all,. in something like terror. 
Yet 


it \\ as filled that I should become'u gold- 
digger, by proxy at any rate, and n most 
successful one, too, and thin is how it came 
to pass. 


it is not HO many years buck MHICO my 


\vitVn brother died iu Colorado. Hu hml al- 
ways been n wild sort of fellow, lit only for 
a lift; among mim-rn, yet we liked him much, 
for hu hail many good qualities, lie was 
injured by Uio ffilling of some rock, and the 
nearest doctor-Un-y hmlmie not more than 
.sixty miles away—said that, although ho 
might linger a good while, even months, 
perhaps, he must die from the accident. So 
Dick got it comrade, who \yfts going East- 
ward, to send me u telegram as .soon as ho 
got where trlugraphs existed, detailing what 
had happened, and begging mo to go to him.
